First proposed in the fall of 
1958, a Senior Citizens Home to 
be located in the town of Vulcan 
and to serve, primarily, the aged 
residents of the geographical area 
encompassed by the County of 
Vulcan, may be built here this 
year. 

Hon. Peter Dawson, MLA for 
Little Bow, advised The Advocate 
this week that he has been in¬ 
formed by the Hon. L. J. Halmrast, 
Minister of Welfare, of his depart¬ 
ment’s intention to construct such 
a home in Vulcan this year. 

Ken Austin, director of homes 
for the aged for the Department, 
will visit Vulcan this month, Mr. 
Halmrast said, to confer with Town 
and County officials and choose a 
suitable site for the proposed 
Home. A provisional board of 
directors, including representatives 
from the town, the county, and the 
villages of Champion, Carmangay, 
Lomond, Milo and Arrowwood was 
appointed in 1958. 

The Senior Citizens Homes that 
have been built at many rural 
points in the province during the 
past four years are designed for 
a capacity of 50 residents, with a 
staff of six or seven. Homes are 
completely furnished and land¬ 
scaped before they are turned over 
to the municipalities. Operating de¬ 
ficits that may occur in the first 
few months of operation are shar¬ 
ed by the participating municipali¬ 
ties on an assessment basis.

This is felt to be a logical 
stopping place and will be broach¬ 
ed as one alternative to the pres¬ 
ent point. 

Reporting on the town entry 
sign, Bill Richardson asked for 
names of local organizations which 
might purchase planks on it.

Tieing in with the highway sign 
and need for an improved en¬

Vote Feb. 8 On Water 


A by-law to authorize the bor¬ 
rowing of the sum of $302,750 by 
the Town of Vulcan for the pur¬ 
pose of extending the water sup¬ 
ply and| distribution system by 
means of the construction of a 
pipe line to the Little Bow River 
and of two 40-million-gallon stor¬ 
age reservoirs has been given first 
reading by the town council. Pro¬ 
prietary ratepayers of the town will 
vote on the by-law on Feb. 8. 

Meanwhile, what Is probably the 
last well to be drilled by the town 


is down to a depth of 350 feet on 
the northern outskirts of town and 
will be continued to a depth of 
700 feet or more to prove or dis¬ 
prove the theory that a large 
underground stream of pure water 
can be found at this particular 
location at a depth of 550 to 600 
feet. The town is paying the drill¬ 
ing cost of $2.00 per foot in what 
is admittedly a “last ditch gamble" 
on a hole that will probe depths 
never before reached in the im¬ 
mediate vicinity. 


Passage of the by-law to au¬ 
thorize the borrowing of $302,750 
by issuing of debentures will ad¬ 
vance the Little Bow water pro¬ 
ject to the stage where tenders can 
be called and the work planned to 
start as soon as possible in the 
spring. It has been estimated that 
the project can be completed by 
mid-summer or earlier and Vul¬ 
can residents would then, for the 
first time, have an ample supply 
of good quality water.

ATTENTION 

OWNERS AND OPERATORS OF 
MOBILE EQUIPMENT 

Effective January 1, 1963, all mobile equipment coming 
within the definitions quoted below is again subject to licensing, 
if such equipment is operated anywhere within the Province 
except in Cities or National Parks. 

Inspectors are constantly in the field checking all such 
mobile equipment. Provision is made for the imposition of a 
fine and possible impoundment of equipment where a violation 
of the Act occurs. 

The following definitions are taken from The Mobile 
Equipment Licensing Act: 

(d) “MOBILE EQUIPMENT” 

(1) means machinery or equipment capable of being 
moved to its place of use under its own power or by 
being towed, pulled or carried and not intended to 
be affixed to land, and 

(11) includes equipment used for the purposes of seismo- 
graphic exploration and, without restricting the 
generality of the foregoing, includes 

(a) seismographic recording equipment and all 
appurtenances thereto. 

(b) conductor cables and cable reels, geophones, 

. 1 — ■ am plifiers and cameras, .. . . 

(c) explosive and detonating equipment. 

(d) drilling units and all component parts and 
appurtenances thereof, and 

(e) water tanks and pumping equipment, but 
(111) does not include 

(a) vehicles licensed under the Vehicles and 
Highway Traffic Act, or The Public Service 
Vehicles Act, exclusive of mounted equip¬ 
ment or such vehicles, and 

(b) equipment, other than vehicle mounted 
equipment, used to drill a gas or oil well;
